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While the selling price of Ed- 
monton real estate has been 
steadily going down since 1912, 


Ndimonton’s school attendance has 
been steadily going up. In the 
four years from February, 1912, to 
February, 1916, Edmonton's pub- 
lie school enrollment nearly 
doubled, 

Joseph R. Seymour, chairman 
of the Vancouver Sehool Board, is 
quoted as upholding Trustee 
Walsh in having levied political 
contributions from contractors for 
school supplies. It was wrong 
for Walsh to make the levy that 
he did, but for Seymour to justil'y 
it shows that we have still a long 
way to go before we are fit for 
responsible government, 

The Meredith-Duff inguiry into 
the Kyte fuse charges was specifi- 
cally restricted by resolution of 
parliament to the terms of the 
charges made by Mr, Kyte. 
Therefore, when these charges 
were proven, as they have been 
proven, all that could be done 
under the permission given by the 
government and = its supporters 
was done, When it is remem- 
bered first of all that no investiga- 
tion was permitted into the trans- 
actions of the shell committee tak- 
ing place in Canada, that the only 
investigation permitted was into a 
transaction which was located in 
the United States—no doubt for 
the specific purpose of preventing 
investigation—it shows how bold 
and how widespread was the con- 
spiracy against the British trea- 
sury and the honor of Canada 
when the startling charges laid 
by Mr, Kyte were under such cir- 
cumstances and without difficulty 
proven to the hilt, 

In discussing the several parts 
played by Messrs, Yoakum, Cad- 
well, Bassiek and Allison it may 
fairly be noted that while the 
other three parties to the transac- 
tion went on the witness stand, 
Bassick refused to do so. Bassick 
received as his share of the mil- 
lion dollars commission $225,000. 
So far as the evidence showed he 
had no part in securing the con- 
tract and he had no part in filling 
it. Yoakum and Cadwell both 
swore that they objected to giving 
Bassick such a large share of the 
million dollars commission when 
he had such a small share in the 
transaction, They also swore that 
Bassick held the letter by which 
the shell committee authorized the 
contract, and that he — told 
them that if his demand was not 
conceded he would not allow them 
to share in the contract. It was 
under stress of this threat that 
Bassick was given $225,000. The 
letter which Bassick. held was 
dated May 21st and was signed by 
General Bertram. The commis- 
sion apparently did not inquire 
why or how it came that Bassick 
was given this letter by General 
Bertram, The commission did 
not find any evidence that General 
Bertram had any personal know- 
ledge of the million dollar com. 
mission, but on the other hand 
they did not have an opportunity 
to question Mr. Bassick as to how 
he happened to receive that letter 
which he was able to use to such 
good advantage. Of the four 
partners, Cadwel! took $250,000 
commission and the contract for 
actually making the — fuses. 
Yoakum took $475,000 and held 
the bag for Allison for half that 
amount. The first question that 
would strike any one except a 
Royal commission appointed — by 
the Borden Government to investi-

United States fishing interests 
are pushing legislation at Wash- 
ington to prevent the halibut in- 
dustry on the Pacific coast center- 
ing at Prince Rupert. The Bri- 
tish ambassador has filed a_ re- 
monstrance, the substance of 
which is that the proposed legis- 
lation will be regarded by the Bri- 
tish Government as an unfriendly 
act. It is safe to say that a pro- 
test from the British Government 
will be very much more effective 
than a protest from a Canadian 
government would be if Canada 


were not a part of the British 
Empire. 

Ireland is still the ‘‘distressful 
country.’’ A few weeks ago the 
leaders of two great sections of 
the people in deadly opposition 


for centuries, ogreed to a form of 
Home Rule which was _ officially 
accepted by their followers; and 
it seemed that Ireland’s troubles 
were over, This settlement, how- 
ever, was not approved by the 
Tory leaders in England, who in 
large measure control the <As- 
quith Government, and neither by 
the section of the Irish people led 
by William O’Brien, who repre- 
sents Cork in parliament. The 
settlement proposed by Lloyd 
George and agreed to by Carson 
and Redmond has been vetoed by 
the English ‘Tories, with the 
blessings of William O’Brien and 
his friends on their success, When 
Home Rule for the part of Ireland 
that wants it, and no Home Rule 
for the part that does not want it, 
cannot be arranged or provided 
for, it does seem that the Irish 
question is hopeless, 


The Vaneouver Trades and 
Labor Council condemn the pro- 
posed B.C. prohibition act on the 
ground that it will throw 3,700 
men directly engaged in the 
operation of licensed premises in 
the province out of work. If the 
liquor traffic in British Columbia 
is of such large extent as to active- 
ly employ 3,700 men in these dull 
times, that is a convincing argu- 
ment that the traffic should cease, 
especially in the interests of the 


men represented by the Trades 
and Labor Council. The amount 
of salary received by the 3,700 


employees is an infinitesimal 
fraction of the amount of spend- 
ing that keeps them in employ- 
ment. The money is spent for 
something that the purchasers are 
better off without. They would 
be far ahead financially to pension 
at handsome salaries the~ 3,700 
employees by general subscription 
than to maintain them in = em- 
ployment by the enormous expen- 
diture demanded by the liquor 
traffic.

Government office which, as now con- 
stituted, dates from 1786, but whose 
functions within recent times have 
been considerably widened, It is a 
permanent committe of the Privy 
Council, and consists of a President (a 
member of the cabinet), and, ex- 
{ Arend the Lord Chancellor, the 


Archbishop of Canterbury, the First 
Lord of the Treasury, the principal 
Secretaries of State, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, the Speaker, and 
others; but the actual work of the 
Board is left in the hands of the Presi- 
dent and his secretarial staff. The 
greater part of such supervision of 
commerce and industry as exists in the 
United Kingdom is exercised by the 
Board of Trade, which comprises 
seven departments: 1, commercial, 
labor and statistical department; 2,

CANADA’S TRADE 
SHOWS INCREASE 


Foreign Exports Jump From 8 
Millions to 66 Million Dollars 
Says Report 


Ottawa, July 25,—Another record 
breaking trade statement has been is- 
sued, It shows increase of more than 
ninety-three per cent. In the grand 
total of Crnadian trade for three 
months of the fiscal year ending June 
20, the volume of trade on that date 
had reached $527,512,344 as against 

272,646,868 for the first quarter of 
1915, 

The increase has been pretty evenly 
divided as between the two branckes 
of trade, the imports having risen 
from $98,017,187 to $186,245,480 ant 
the domestic exports from $113,576,- 
221 to $245,381,035. Foreign exports 
areneed from $8,577,775 to $66,981),-

T..e June trade contributed largely 
to the good showing for the financial 
quarter, the increase in the trade to- 
tal being from $127,402,515 in June, 
1915, to $243,593,544 in June this year,

The exports for the month show 
very heavy increases in manufactures,
